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COP 28 UAE Resolution Point 5: The background information used in analyzing the key 


outcomes is based on several sources. These include but are not limited to; summary 
documents by the COP 28 Presidency on the thematic days, the World Climate Action 
Summit, as well as its Midpoint Summary report, daily newsletters (a.k.a. ‘Top of the 
COP’) published by the High-Level Champions, and the secretariat’s work in collecting 
announcements made at COP 28 through the Global Climate Action Portal, including 
the call for announcements to all participants throughout COP 28. The full list of 
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announcements and initiatives tracked can be found on the Portal’s Event Tracking Page. 
Note that all numbers of signatories or members to the initiatives and declarations 


reflect the latest available information at the time of the publication (11 December 
2023). 


Analysis and Review: 


The resolution point provides transparency about the sources used in analyzing key 
outcomes of global climate action at COP 28. It acknowledges various sources, 
including summary documents by the COP 28 Presidency on thematic days, the World 
Climate Action Summit, the Midpoint Summary report, daily newsletters from the High- 
Level Champions, and the secretariat’s work in collecting announcements through the 
Global Climate Action Portal. It also specifies that all numbers of signatories or 
members to the initiatives and declarations reflect the latest available information as of 
December 11, 2023. 


Positive Side of Resolution Point 5: 


Transparent Data Sources: The resolution demonstrates transparency by clearly listing 
the sources of background information used for analyzing key outcomes. This 
transparency enhances the credibility of the resolution, allowing stakeholders and the 
public to understand the basis for the presented information. 


Comprehensive Data Collection: The inclusion of various sources, including thematic 
day summaries, summit reports, daily newsletters, and the Global Climate Action Portal, 
suggests a comprehensive approach to data collection. This diverse set of sources 
enhances the depth and breadth of the analysis. 


Timely Information: The resolution notes that the information reflects the latest available 
data as of December 11, 2023. This commitment to providing timely information adds 
credibility to the resolution, ensuring that stakeholders receive the most recent and 
relevant updates. 


Accessible Event Tracking Page: The mention of the Global Climate Action Portal’s 

Event Tracking Page provides a means for interested parties to access the full list of 
announcements and initiatives. This accessibility promotes transparency and allows 
stakeholders to verify and explore the details of tracked initiatives. 


Negative Side of Resolution Point 5: 


Potential Bias in Source Selection: Critics might argue that the selection of sources 
could introduce bias if certain perspectives or announcements are prioritized over 
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others. The resolution does not address the criteria for source selection, leaving room 
for skepticism about the comprehensiveness and objectivity of the data. 


Incomplete Information: While the resolution mentions the list of announcements and 

initiatives on the Portal’s Event Tracking Page, it does not specify if this information is 

exhaustive or if there are gaps in tracking certain initiatives. Critics might question the 
completeness of the data, raising concerns about the accuracy of the analysis. 


Dependence on Self-Reported Data: The resolution relies on self-reported data through 
the Global Climate Action Portal, which may introduce a potential bias as it depends on 
the willingness of participants to report their initiatives. Critics might argue that this 
dependence could lead to an incomplete or skewed representation of global climate 
actions. 


Limited Details on Methodology: The resolution does not provide detailed information 
about the methodology used in collecting and analyzing data. Critics might seek more 
clarity on the methods employed to ensure the reliability and objectivity of the 
information presented. 


In summary, while the resolution demonstrates transparency in acknowledging data 
sources and aims for timeliness and comprehensiveness, concerns about potential bias, 
incomplete information, dependence on self-reported data, and the lack of detailed 
methodology could impact the overall credibility and objectivity of the analysis. 
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
